Democratic Leader Williams Ex- 
‘Claims While Urging the Repub- 
licans To Order an Investi- 
gation—Williams Was 
Applauded. 


Washington, March 24.—The house of 
representatives today again Put itself on 


the | 


postoffice department. Eight pages of the | 


postoffice. appropriation were disposed of. 

The question of an investigation of the 
postoffice department was brought up by 
Mr. Williams. the minority leader, 
proposed an amendment providing for a 
selection of five members of the house 
and three senators ‘9 make a complete 
invesiigation into the alleged frauds in 
that department. He taunted the repub- 
licans for their failure to order an inves- 
tigation, and said the party was opposed 
to it. 

The chair sustained a point of order 
by Mr. Overstreet against the amend- 
ment, and when Mr. Williams appealed, 
the chair was sustained, 133 to 99. 

Before the vote was taken Mr. Wil- 
liams appealed to Mr. Overstreet to 
withdraw his point of order, which Mr. 
Overstreet refused to do. 

“Then the gentleman has a perfectly 
stony heart,” said Mr. W.\liams. ‘He 
Stands in between this investigation of 
the postoffice department by congress 
with his point or order.” 

Williams Pleads for Honesty. 

Thereupon Mr. Williams appeeled from 
the decision of the chair, which brought 
from Mr. Overstreet an appeal to the 
house tv uphold the chair. To do other- 
wise, he sad, would be a reflection upon 
the chair and the dignity of the house. 

Mr. Williams inquired: “What does a 
miserable little rule of the iouse amount 
to when you consider it {is the only ob- 
struction lying between you and a 
righteousness far greater. than the 
righteousness of a technical decision?" 

He declared that the very essence and 
soul of good government is honesty in 
the public service and economy of public 
administration. 

“The only way we can secure honesty 
in the postoffice department,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘is ether by the gentleman with- 
drawing his point of order or by the 
house marching over the point bodily.” 

He was loudly applauded by his col- 
leagues on the democratic side. 

He impiored Mr. Overstreet to with- 
draw his point ‘‘to save the country 
from saying that rather than have an 
invest.gation of rottenness, the - house 
will stand upon a bare little parliament- 
ary technicality, that amounts to nothing 
in any citizen's mind.”” He was again 
applauded. 

He said the house can secure an inves- 
tigation by an outside author;t> ‘‘not in- 
termingled with the corruptions existing 
in the postoffice department” by -the 
two ways he had suggested.

Cars Blown from Tracks. 

In Grand Crossing, eight miles south 
of the center of the city, a number of 
buildings were wrecked, freight: cars 
blown about the yards and the tracks 
of the railroads covered with debris to 
such an extent that the majority of in- 
coming trains were compelled to acall 
upon their passengers to assist in remov- 
ing the wreckage from the tracks so 
that the trains could proceed.

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UGLY CHARGES. 
AGAINST SWAYNE 


Text of Accusations Made Pub- 
lic for First Time, 


Judge Liddon’s Brief Against the 
| Federal Official—Judge Swayne’s 
Answer in His Own De- 
fense Also Made 
Public. 


Washington, March 24.—The evidence 
in the impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Charles Swayne, of the northern 
district of Florida, taken in Florida by 
the heuse subcommittee of the judiciary 
committee, and including the brief of 
Judge Swayne before the committee in 
his own defense, and that of Judge B. 
S. Liddon, for the prosecution, was fur- 
nished to the committee today in print- 
ed form for the first time. The docu- 
ment consists of 360 printea pages. 

Charges Against Swayne. 

The charges against Judge Swayne, 
which undoubtedly will be set forth in 
the report of the committee to be filed 
tomerrow by Representative Palmer, are 
concisely stated by Mr. Palmer in form- 
ing a question to Judge Swayne during 
the proceedings ag follows: 

Non-residence in the northern district 
of the state of Florida. 

For unlawfully imposing a fine and im- 
prisonment of one E. T. Davis and 
S. Belden; in*%!90}. 

For unlawfully committing to prison 
in 1902 one O’Neal for alleged contempt 
of court. 

For conduct unbecoming a judge in 
appointing one Tunison in 1900, knowing 
him to be a man of bad character. 

For refusing a fair hearing and trial 
to one Hoskins in 1902. 

In his own defense Judge Swayne filed 
With the eammittee letters of indorse. 
ment from seventeen lawyers and five 
other persons, not attorneys, written in 
November, 1897, recommending to Presi- 
dent McKinley his appointment to suc- 
ceed Justice Field on the Supreme court 
bench of the United States. He also 
filed twenty-four letters mostly frora 
Florida attorneys, written in February, 
1898, recommending his appointment to 
the position of circuit judge of the fifth 
circuit, which had just been created by 
an act of congress. 


Swayne Reviews Life. 

In his brief Judge Swayne reviews 
his life briefly, stating that he was born 
in Delaware in 1842: read law in Phila- 
delphia, and was admitted to practice 
there. In 1885 he moved to Sanford, 
Fla., where he practiced law until ap- 
pointed to the bench in 1889. His ap- 
pointment was a recess appointment, 
which was not confirmed until April,

Summing Up Against Swayne. 

In summing up against Judge Swayne, 
Judge Liddon declared him guilty in the 
following instances: 

1. That he has been, until after the 
adoption of the resolution, fhe base of 
these proceedings, in 1903, a non-resident 
of this district, and that convenience 
and expense and injury have resulted to 
litigants in his court by reason of such 
non-residence, and by absence from his 
district.

Tunison, a man of bad reputation, 
and has so conducted himself as to cre- 
ate, at least, a general impression that 
his court ts dominated by said Tunisaon 
in administration of justice therein.

6. That he corruptly purchased a lot 
of land in litigation before him, and a{t- 
erwards tried another case between prac- 
tically the same parties involving the 
same lands and directing the jury to 
bring in a verdict in favor of the title 
which he pufchased. 

6. He has appointed as court commis- 
gioner one John Thomas Porter, who 
maintains an office at Marianna, while his 
residence is at Grand Ridge, 14 miles dis- 
tant, thereby causing great expense and 
inconvenience to parties before his court 
and to the government. 

7. That he corruptly lobbied with J. M.

Bishop Brown Says He Only 
Spoke What He

TAttle Rock, Ark., March 24,—Bishop 
William M. Brown, of the Episcopal dio- 
cese of Arkansas, whose utterances in 
the east upon the subject of ‘‘The Amer- 
ican Negro Problem” aroused much criti. 
cism, has returneu to tais city. 

In an interview today he said: 

“The utterances which raised the storm 
were in the form of a carefully prepared 
written lecture, the delivery of which re- 
quired an hour and a half. In sadness of 
heart I spoke what I believed to be the 
truth, with good will toward all agd mal- 
ice toward none. The great majority of 
the people of the south feel very much 
as 1 do about the things anew a very 
respectable majority at the north fully 
agree with us. 

“So far as my intentions are concerned, 
I mean to be as good a friend to the 
southern negro as he has. I am expect- 
ing to attend a conference of educators 
and philanthropists, to be held in Mont- 
gomery, Ala., in April. In July the south- 
ern bishops are to have a conference at 
Sewanee, Tenn., at which the appeal of 
the colored association of church work- 
ers for bishops of their own and other 
matters relating to the work of the Epis- 
copa] church among negroes will be fully 
considered. 

‘“T am in favor of and expect to vote 
for the granting of the appeal, providing 
it can be done without involving a breach 
of ecclesiastical unitv. I have felt tt, 
but I think that before another year has 
passed the colored clergy and the people 
of the Episcopal church will recognize 
the fact that my pessimism does no en- 
mity.’’

Phenix Cily Man Was Shot 
by Marshal Campbell

In Dying Statement Thetford Ac-; 
cuses Campbell of Shooting 
Him in Cold Blood—Camp- 
bell Now Out on Bond 
of $2,500. | 


Columbus, Ga., March 24.—(Special.)— 
R. A. Thetford, who was shot in Phenix 
City yesterday by Marshal W. C. Camp- 
bell, died tonight at 11:40 o'clock. 

Campbell, who is out on bond, charged 
with assault with intent to murder, will 
probably be rearrested on a charge of 
murder. 

At midnight last night a warrant charg- 
ing Campbell with assault with intent 
to murder was sworn out by Walter 
Thetford, brother of the wounded man. 
Justice Coan assessed the marshal] $2,500 
bond, which he made promptly, several 
prominent citizens going on his bond. 
The investigation of the case has been 
set for Saturday morning at 10 o'clock. 

Today Thetford made a statement be- 
fore Justice J. B. Coan. Tt is as follows: 


“IT came down from Mrs. Cox’s. I asked 
Mr. Campbell, after I had found out his 
business, where Bailiff Boon was. Camp- 
bell said: ‘Mr. Boon is sick.’ He told me 
he had a right to arrest me, I said: 

‘Let me go back to my house,’ and 
then said: ‘Wood, let me go on, I am not 
going to run away.’ 

“Mr. Campbell said he would wait for 
me. I told him I had rather he would go 
on, on account of the feeling which exists 
between us. I started to the house. Mr. 
Campbell told me to stop. I said: 

‘*T will return as soon as I can shut 
the doors.’ I told him I wanted to go to 
Columbus and spend the night with mv 
mother. Campbell told me to stop and 
said: 

‘**T'll be damned if you can go. 
come and go with me.’ 

‘“T turned to make a replv: said IT was 
not going to run away. Then Campbell 
pulled his gun and satd: 

**‘G~—d d—n you; I want to shoot you 
anvhow.”’ 

“The first shot hit me near the heart 
and brought me to the ground. While 
lying on the ground the next shot hit 
me in the head. Campbell did not obfect 
to me locking wp the house until T had 
started to do it. Then he said: 

"Yo come hack here or. .T will kill 
vou. T have been wanting to Rill you 
anvhow.’

OF PRESIDENCY 


Representa Lewis on Alti- 
~ ude of New Yorkers 


No Particular Choice as to Demo- 
cratic Nominee—They Want a 
Man Who Can Defeat ~ 
re Roosevelt.

Washington, D. C., March 24.—@¢8pe- 
cial.)—‘‘The bankers and business men 
of New York have no particular choice 
‘among the men who have been mention- 
ed as possibilities for the democratic 
nomination for the presidency: that is, 
they are not for any particular man,” 
said Representative Lewis, of Georgta, 
today. ‘“‘But they are deeply interested in 
the kind of a man who is named by the 
St. Louis convention, and in what he 
stands for. If the feeling in business 
circles *s any criterion to judge by, the 
issues in the coming campaign will he 
the corruption and extravagance of the 
republican administration ” 

Mr. Tfwis has just returned from a 
short business trip to New York. Being 
a banker himself, he was thrown during 
his few days’ stay tn the big metropolis 
with some of the most prominent bank- 
ers in the country, the men who are at 
the head of some of the largest financial 
institutions. Naturally he § auestioned 
them concerning the feeling in New York 


business circles toward the democratic 
party. 


For No One in Particular. 

“T found, not a little to my surprise, 
that these men are not for anv man tn 
particular; that thev care nothing about 
the state or section from which the dem- 
ocratic candidate may hall; but that they 
are heartily anxious to see the right kind 
of a man named as President Roosevelt’s 
opponent, for they want to see him and 
his party defeated,” continued the Geor- 
gian. “T failed to discover any tendency 
on the part of these men to hold that any 
one of several conservative men mention- 
ed was more to be desfred than the 
others. They were friendly enough to 
Judge Parker, though the fact of his 
being a New Yorker would not, In their 
opinion, give him any particular strength 
with the business element: they were 
friendly to Mr. Cleveland, but if, as has 
been represented, they entertained the 
Wea that he could be nominated, they 
have abandoned that idea; they are 
friendly to Senator Gorman and Judge 
Gray, whom they regard the right sort 
of men. but: there is no disposition on 
their part to hold that any one of these 
is to be preferred to the others. The at- 
titude of the business element of New 
York. if it can be fudged from the ex- 
pressions of the men with whom I have 
been thrown in contact, may he summed 

his way: — 
" > ona aapeet interest which the bus- 
iness elements of the country have in the 
coming campaign is in the defeat of 
President Roosevelt and his party. All 
that it is necessary for the democratic 
party to do in order to secure the support 
of the business element is to nominate 
some man who is honest himself and who 
stands for honesty and economy in the 
administration of the affairs of the gOov- 
ernment. We care little for the tariff or 
other issues which may be called acade- 
mic in a sense as compared with the real 
of this year’s contest, which is the over- 
throw of the party responsible for the 
corruption which has evidently obtained 
such a stronghold upon the machinery of 
the government, and which is responsible 
for the great extravagance at Washing- 


n. 
: Corruption and Extravagance. 


“ «These two things, corruption and ex- 
travagance, are in the minds of the bus- 
iness men of this country the really se- 
rious charges against the republican ad- 
ministration. There never has been 2 
time in the history of the country when 
the administration of the affairs of gov- 
ernment has erred so seriously in the di- 
rection of corruption and extravagance as 
at present. Whatever the differences over 
questions which are more or less theoret- 
ical, as the tariff, for instance, the bus- 
irpess elements of the country are not di- 
vided over the necessity for absolute 
honesty and economy at Washington. Let 
vour candidate stand squarely for this, 
let him be a man whose career has dem- 
onstrated ‘that he is safe, and he will have 
the support of the vast majority of the 
business men of the country.’ 

“Those,’’ continued Mr. Lewis, “are al- 
most the exact words of one of the most 
prominent bankers of New York.

EVERYBODY HAS FLED 
FROM VLADIVOSTOK 


Seattle, March 24.—Vladivostok is all 
but depopulated in consequence of the 
war, according to W. J. Lippy, a well-

WAITING CAME. 
OR RUSSIANS 


Gen Kuropatkin Will Not Adopt 
Avoressive Tactics 


St. Petersburg, March 24 5 p. m— 


When General Kuropatkin reaches Muk- 
den it is understood that the emperor's 
force at the theater of war will be divided 
Into three armies—One on the peninsula, 
ircluding the Port Arthur garrison under 
General Stoessel; a central army under 
General Linevitch, and a northern army 
under General Baron Stackelburg. Any 
idea that Genera] KuropatkKin’s aflrivai 
will be signalized by aggressive tactics is 
discouraged in the highest military cir- 
cles where attention is called to the gen- 
eral's. repeated injunction—patience, pa- 
tience, patience. 

“We can afford to wait whether or not 
the Japanese can,’ is the sentiment 
among the believers in General Kuropat- 
kin. He expects to force the Japanese to 
fight him on grounds of his own choos- 
ing. There will be no forward movement 
into Korea. On the contrary, the Rus- 
sians at the Yalu are nOw screening their 
concentration to the westward and they 
probably wil] retire against Japanese ad- 
vance en force, harassing and retarding 
them as much as possible until the propér 
time to uncover the main Russian army. 
The continued landing of Japanese troops 
in Korea is exactly to the liking of the 
Russian strategists. The biggest army 
disembarked there the better they will be 
suited, being convinced that once Korea 
is filled with the Japanese soldiers by 
pressure of numbers and clamor of public 
opinion Japan will be driven forward into 
the arms of the Russians. Nothing but 
a complete change in plan of the RusSian 
campaigns as developed up to date can 
compel the Russians to depart from their 
determination to play a consistent, wait- 
ing game, being persuaded that all the ad- 
vantages of such a policy lie on their 
side. 

The Russians also express much more 
satisfaction at the present situation in 
Tiao-Tung. The forces on the peninsula 
have been reinforced to an extent which 
will render a Japanese landing there dif- 
ficult if not impossible and the garrison 
at Port Arthur has been amply pfovision- 
ed to withstand a siege. So far as the

UN CHINA COAST 


Russia Believes Her Foe Will 
Spring a Surprise 


St. Petersburg, March 24.—The war 
office is in receipt of persistent reports 
that the Japanese are preparing to land 
on neutral Chinese territory on the west 
coast of the gglf of Liao-Tung, either at 
Tien Kien Cheng, in Kin Chau bay, or at 
the Shan-Hai-Kwan. 

Although slow to believe that Japan de- 
liberately contemplates a violation of her 
pledge to respect neutrals in Chinese ter- 
ritory, the reports received at the min- 
istry of war are so specific that they com- 
pel consideration. The presence of dis- 
guised Japanese soldiers acting as sples 
along the Shan-Hai-Kwan road has been 
established and Russian agents report 
that there is every indication of an in- 
tended landing on the west coast of the 
gulf of Liao Tung. 

The information conveyed by these 
agents seems to coincide with other infor- 
mation indicating a complete change in 
the Japanese plan of campaign or of its 
entrance into a second stage practically 
involving the abandonment of further 
heavy landings of troops in Korea. Ac- 
cording to advices received by the gov- 
ernment there are only about 70,000 Japa- 
nese troops in the hermit kingdom at 
present. The latest advices indicate that 
the Japanese will not send many more 
soldiers into Korea. They may made a 
division at Possiet bay in the section of 
Viadivostok, but their main objective 
point henceforth will be in the gulf of 
Liao-Tung. The only two points feasible 
for landing are Chin Wan Tao and Tien- 
Kiian Cheng, which are connected by 
~ail respectively with Shan-Hai-Kwan and 
Kua-Kiau, on the Pekin railroad. A land- 
ing at either place will give the Japa- 
nese possession of a spléndid strategic 
line by which to strike the Russian flank 
and, if desired, to hold Pekin in subjec- 
tion. 

The Russians have little faith in the 
Chinese generals, Ma and Mu, who might 
disregard orders from Pekin and join 
forces with the Japanese.

The detailed report of the proceea- 
ings of the Georgia republican state 
‘convention, held in Atlanta, Wednes- 
day, as given in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, is illuminative of the negro’s 
capacity to perform the political 
privileges of citizenship. But for the 
necessary intervention of the city po- 
lice, it is probable that there would 
have been literal “ragzers in the air” 
and a subsequent demand for the 
Grady hospital. A general melee was 
narrowly averted as it was, and, from 
@ parliamentary standpoint, the con- 
vention was a veritable monkey show. 
It fs doubtful *. nine-tenths of the 
Gelegates, or would-be delegates, knew 
what the row was about. The con- 
vention divided into two main fac- 
tions, each blindly but vociferously 
following a few place-seeking leaders, 
and half of the day was spent in do- 
ing violence to every rule of order 
known to parliamentary usage, in lieu 
of the ability of the body to do physi- 
cal violence to each other, owing to 
the presence of a police sergeant and 
his squad in points of vantage in the 
hall. The elements of genuine hu- 
mor in the situation, however, great- 
ly outweighed the serious side. The 
negro is in his element at a public 
gathering of his race, and no where 
more so than at & political conver 
tion. His ideas of Gecorous procedure 
are exceedingly elemental, and his 
knowledge of parliamentary technique 
affords unlimited play for minstrel 
stage-word coinage. Forty years of 
citizenship and participation in the 
national counsels of the g. o. p. has 
not toned down characteristics of race 
that are, mildly speaking, picturesque. 
So far as orderly and intelligent par- 
ticipation in the routine of politics is 
concerned, the negro, as one of the 
delegates put it Wednesday, is “un- 
ready” for the question. 

For an_ entire afternoon nothing 
was done by the convention but keep 
the police @n nettles in momentary ex- 
pectation of having to telephone in 
a riot call, and the action finally 
taken after dark was about as repre- 
sentative of the majority sentiment 
of the body as we imagine that of 
a similar gathering of political fac- 
tions in Santo-Domingo-Haiti would be. 
The “platform” was “adopted” by two 
or three of the warring chiefs, and the 
chairman of the convention wielded 
his impotent gavel by the same vague 
authority. When it was suggested 
that a vote should be taken, the self- 
constituted functionary on the ros- 
trum declared mysteriously: “I can 
not put the vote,.and I hesitate to tell 
you why.” 

Perhaps, the most serious and im- 
portant part of the whole proceeding, 
barring, of course, the irregular fill- 
ing of seats at the party pie-counter, 
was the resolution introduced by 
former Governor Bullock calling upon 
congress to,overrtile the United States 
supreme'court in the matter of the 
right: of a state of the union to pre- 
scribe its own qualifications of suf- 
frage within existing constitutional 
limitations. The drift of the Bullock 
resolution is not clear, though, per- 
haps, the purpose is to incite congress 
to call a constitutional convention to 
amend the famous fifteenth amend- 
ment. 

The real edification derived by the 
convention was through the speech of 
Bishop Turner, of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, who expressly 
denied that any lingering taint of re- 
publicanism clung to his clerical robes 
and embraced the inauspicious occa- 
sion to eulogize prohibition as a na- 
tional political issue. Perchance, the 
good bisnop thought the black and 
tan pandemonium around him was 
immediately inspired by “the demon 
of strong drink,’ which he denounced 
so vigorousty. However that may 
have been, the prelate was enthusiasti- 
cally cheered and the atmosphere 
somewhat cleared—morally. 

The Georgia republican state con- 
vention was a spectacle for the en- 
lightened sense of the fatiento Say 
the least. It served to show the evolu- 
tion of the negro politically and his 
intellectual and ethical claim to en- 
joy the common partisan privileges of 
American citizenship.

On a Hunt for a Party. 

Late advices from Indianapolis and 
Oil City, Pa., strengthen the belief 
that General Nelson A. Miles, retired, 
igs conducting a strenuous, if still, hunt 
for some party that will nominate him 
for the presidency. For a time he 
seemed destined to secure the aid of 
the anti-imperialistic crowd of New 
England in an effort to foist himself 
upon the democratic party; but when 
it was demonstrated that Miles had 
never been a democrat, entertained no 
democratic beliefs, could secure the 
support of no democrats and that, 
moreover, there was no chance of 
those antis of New England exerting 
any influence upon the democratic 
party, he wisely decided to turn his 
attention to other directions. 

This he has done and nomination 
at the hands of the prohibition party 
seems now to be the goal of his ambi- 
tion. To the chairman of the Venango 
county, Pennsylvania, prohibition com- 
mittee Genera} Miles has, in response 
to inquiries bearing upon this subject, 
written from his heart in this wise: 

“It remains with my friends to say what 
services 1 shall render further to my 
country.”’ 

In consequence, the boom is on. The 
prohibition national convention is to 
meet at Indianapolis the last day of 
June, and from that great prohibition 
center comes the statement that the 
nomination of Miles ig as good as 
made. 

It is not claimed for General Miles 
that he has ever been a prohibitionist 
in his professions; certainly he has 


| never been in his practice; but little 
| differences of this,.kind will not be 


great a national movement. Warrant 
for his selection to this high honor is 
found in the allegation that “Miles is 
the enemy of the canteen, the friend of 
the southern democracy and an Oppo- 
nent of Roosevelt.” 

The prediction is made that ag the 
nominee of the prohibition party Gen- 
eral Miles would poll two million 


votes. That, in the eyes of the party's | 


leaders, is sufficient wafrant for his 
nomination, irrespective of all ques- 
tions of principle. But even were he 
certain of no more than 1,999,999 he 
would still be the man of all men for 
this particular honor. The party needs 
a candidate, General Miles needs a 
party—and there you are. ' 
The Late Thomas H. Northen. 
The death of no young man could 
have produced more widespread sym- 
pathy in Atlanta than that with which 
the announcement of the end of the 
late Thomas H. Northen was received. 
Coming here ag but a boy with his 
distinguished father, William J. North- 
en, when the latter took up his official 
residence at the executive mansion, 
he soon became closely identified as 


an Atlanta citizen and, entering busi- | 


ness here, won his way at once into 
the esteem and conffdence of the large 
circle of Atlanta’s business world. 

A man of faultless character, of 
lofty ideals, prominent in the ranks of 
those who are responsible for Atlan- 
ta’s commercial activity, distinguished 
as a conspicuous leader in the field of 
religion and charity, surrounded by a 
happy family and possessing abundant- 
ly all those qualities and character- 
istics which go toward the making of 
an ideal man—it seems sad indeed 
that he should have been singled out 
by that relentless Fate which, in tak- 
ing him, overlooked the thousands of 
others who were so much the less 
shining marks. 

There is, of course, little or nothing 
to be said beyond expression of sym- 
pathy amid such sorrow as that into 
which this family has been plunged, 
but it must be a source of consolation 
to them to feel that in their distress 
they have such widespread and gen- 
erous sympathy from the entire com- 
munity. 


Japan at St. Louis. 

The American people have special 
admiration for Japanese pluck as dis- 
played in the determination of the mi- 
kado’s government to have even a bet- 
ter exhibit at the Louisiana purchase 
expositian on account of the present 
war in which Japan is one of the bel- 
Tigerent powers. 

Mr. Sugawa, one of the Japanese 
commissioners at St. Louis, declares 
his country is only perturbed for fear 
the space reserved for it at the big 
world’s fair will not nearly accommo- 
date the exhibits sent over by the en- 
terprising manufacturers, merchants 
and other exporters of the (hrysan- 
themum Kingdom. He intimates that 
Japan will be only too glad to take the 
space relinquished by Russia as a re- 
sult of the exigencies of war. 

Could anything speak more forcibly 
for the splendid poise of the Japanese 
people amid the perils of a war on 
which may hang their national exist- 
ence? Evidently Japan expects to be 
doing business at the old stand after 
peace has been restored, and she 
knows she will have all the more need 
of American patronage after.she has 
settled her ruinous financial score 
with Mars. In contrast, Russia’s ac- 
tion in having her pavilion at St. Louis 
torn down is hard to understand, un- 
less it is a piece of anti-American 
pique. 

From what Commissioner Sugawa 
says, interest in the St. Louis exposi- 
tion must be very general throughout 
Japan. In a recent interview in New 
York he was quoted as saying: 

The Japan Exhibit Association has had 
applications for space to display 240,000 
articles, while the room that has been 
allotted us will onTy permit of 70,000 ex- 
hibits. It has been necessary to appoint 
commigsioners to decide who is to have 
more space and who less, and when I left 
Tokio on January 7 the offices of the ex- 
hibit association were betng besieged by 
grievance committees from the local 
branches of the association from all over 
Japan. Bach district was afraid it would 
not get its due. 

I told President Francis that he was 
the cause of all this heart-burning. The 
successive commissioners he gent to Japan 
were too convincing. Space is allotted to 
exhibitors according to the merit of their 
wares as passed upon by the government 
committee. In this way the exhibit will 
be weeded of all but the very best. 

There is no discounting Japanese en- 
terprise, nor the mutual commercial 
friendship of Japan and the United 


States.

They will be 
heard from this afternoon, not only 
through their bids, but also in speeches, 
which they have asked to be allowed to 
make in order that they may explain 
their proposals. 

The crematory is to be erected on the 
site formerly occupied by the incinerat- 
ing plant of the Lester Furnace Com- 
pany. This is immediately in the rear 
of the tank of the gas company. The 
site was acquired recently by the mu- 
nicipality through the board of health. 

It is the intention of the members of 
the board of health to use the crema- 
tory for the incineration of garbage col- 
lected in all parts of the city. The tanks 
in the various wards which connect di- 
rectly with the sewers will be used for 
the night soil. 

This is the policy for preserving sani- 
tary conditions in Atlanta that was out- 
lined several months ago by the board 
of health. A tank is already in operation 
in the first ward and others will be 
constructed . immediately. 

The erection of the crematory wil] do 
away with the necessity for hauling 
garbage to the old dumping grounds on 
Bellwood avenue.

A CONVICTS 


Conference at Capitol with,

Satisfactory Arrangements Made for 
Transfer of Convicts Next Week. 
Some Objected To Taking 
White Men, but Had 
To Do It. 


Final arrangements for transferring the 
short term convicts to those counties 
which propose to work them upon the 
public roads in leu of receiving their 
proportion of the school fund from this 
source were made yesterday at a con- 
ference held in the senate chamber be- 
tween representatives of the counties in- 
terested and the members of the prison 


commission. 

Representatives were here from each 
of the twenty-nine: counties which are 
to take short rm-felony convicts, and 
each of them was furnished with a list 
containing the names of the convicts 
his county fs to receive, the time each 
has to serve and the camp from which 
the men will have to be transported. 

The convicts which are to go to coun- 
ties in the northern section of the state 
will come from Dade and Walker coun- 
ties, and some 400 of them will be 
brought to Atlanta on Friday morning 
next, in charge of Transfer Guard Ben 
Pearson, and a sufficient number of dep- 
uty wardens to keep guard over them. 
From Atlanta they will be distributed to 
the counties which are to work them. 

Representatives of the passenger de- 
partment of several railroads were pres- 
ent at the conference to look out for 
their lines in the matter of the trans- 
portation of the men. The largest num- 
ber of them will he handled by the South- 
ern and the Central of Georgia. 

Objected to White Men. 

Representatives of several of the coun- 
ties, particularly those which secure a 
small number of convicts, entered objec- 
tions to taking any white men, because, 
under the law, separate quarters must 
be provided for them. Elbert county, 
for instance, gets about eighteen men 
and only one of tHese is a white man. 
He must be kept in separate quarters 
from the negroes, and this involves ad- 
ditional trouble and expense. 

The prison commission, however, show- 
ed the representatives of the counttes 
that it was practically impossible to make 
any other division. The division, it was 
stated. had been made on as fair and 
equitable a basis as possible, especially 
with regard to the expense of transpor- 
tation 

The counties which have ta®en coa- 
victs as well as the new lessees, must 
have thefr represéntatives at the camps 
from which thev are to receive convicts 
by sunrise on the morning of April |, 
and must be ready at that time to take 
the men and transport them to their 
new camps. All expenses connected with 
the transfer of the convicts must be 
borne by the cousties and the new 1es- 
seeR. 

Tt is safd tn same of the new camps 
the problem of the white men will he 
settled In part at least by making them 
cooks and giving them duties around the 
eamps. Tt is hardly likely that this will 
he done, however, where such a Dilan 
would -require the expense of an extra 
guard. .

Passes in London, 


He Did Much To Popularize the 
Myths and Literature of the 
Orientals — His Last Wife 
Was a Japanese 
Woman. 


London, March 24.—Sir Edwin Arnold, 
the author, died in London today. 

Although S.r Edwin suffered of late 
years from partial paralysis, he was not 
taken seriously ill until last week. Early 
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SIR EDWIN ARNOLD. 
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this morning he had a relapse, from 
which he did not rally, and died peace- 
fully at 10:30 o’clock. Sir Edwin con- 
tinued his literary work until quite re- 
cently, his last wr.ting being in con- 
nection with the Russo-Japanese war, in 
which he was greatly interested. The 
funeral will take place March 28 The 
body will be cremated at Woking. 


Sir Edwin Arnold, English journalist 
and poet, was born at Rochester June 
10, 1832, He graduated at Oxford uni- 
versity in 1854, with honnors, and was 
afterward appointed principal of the gov- 
ernment Sanskrit college at Poona, Bom- 
bay presidency, India. This appointment 
gave him an excellent opportunity to 
study Oriental languages and literature, 
upon which he founded his after fame. 
He returned to England in 1861, and 
seeing an advertisement in The Daily 
Telegraph for an editorial writer, he ap- 
and was engaged on the staff of 
In his new sphere he

speedily obtained 
had the arrangement of the famous As- 
syrian exploration expedition sent by 
The Telegraph, under the direction of the 
late George Smith, of the British mu- 
seum, whose discoveries at Nineveh open- 
ed up a new character in archaelogical 
study. 

Mr. Arnold also -arranged the Stanley 
expedition to complete Livingston's work 
in South Africa, which was organized by 
The Telegraph in conjunction with The 
New York Herald. Mr. Arnold has pro- 
duced many works of literary merit, but 
it is as a poet, chiefly of Oriental sub- 
jects, that he is best known. In 1879 
appeared his ‘‘Light of Asia,” an epic 
dealing with the life and teaching of 
Buddha, which work has passed through 
sixty English and eighty American edi- 
tions, and has been set to music by Dud- 
ley Buck. 

His other works include 
Song of Songs” (1881), 
Faith. or Islam’s Rosary” 
Sadi in the Garden” (1888), “The Light 
of the World,” whose theme is Jesus 
(1891); ‘“‘Potiphars Wife’’ and ‘‘Adzuma,”’ 
a Japanese subject (1893); ‘“‘Wandering 
Words’ (1894.) 

Upon the proclamation of Queen Vic- 
toria as empress of India, Mr. Arnold 
Was named a companion of the Star of 
India; in 1888 was created a knight com-

Marine Laws for Phflippines. 

Washington, March 24.—The house com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisheries 
today authorized a favorable report on the 
Frye bill extending the coastwise laws of 
the United States to the Philippine 
islands July !, 1905, without amendment.

THE MARKET DOWN 


A Much Smaller Amount ef Business 
Was Transacted. 


LOWEST AT THE CLOSING 


Southern Railway’s Funding of $15,- 
000,000 of Obligations Into 
Five-Year Bonds Hurt the 
Stock—The Market at the 
Close Was Weak. 


New York, March 24.—A much smalier 
amount of business was transacted in 
the stock market today than on the pre- 
ceding days and the market showed the 
effect of the extensive realizing which 
had been effected on these days and the 
elimination of a large portion of the 
short interest from the market. There 
was no evidence of the large operations 
by powerful forces which kept the mar- 
ket stimulated yesterday and the day 
before. Several stocks were pushed up 
at different times, as though ‘to sustain 
the market. Among these were Amal- 
gamated Copper, Brooklyn Transit and 
Erie. But this was not sufficient to 
offset the continued realizing in the stocks 
related to the Northern Securities mer- 
ger. The continued activity in the curb 
market for Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern preferred carried them sharply 
downwards and confirmed the suspicion 
with which the previous rise is regarded. 
Great Northern preferred on the exchange 
dropped over 7 points, leaving a wide 
breach in the valuation placeq on the 
stock for purposes of distribution of 
Northern Securities assets. Further rains 
In the winter wheat belt was of no help 
to stocks in face of the rise in the price 
of wheat futures. Conditions still fur- 
ther approached the gold export point 
without affecting the money market. 
Southern railway’s funding of $15,000,000 
of obligations into five-year bonds hurt 
the stock. The weight of realizing upon 
the whole market gained force and car- 
ried it down to the lowest at the closing, 
which was weak.
